ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE 
—Hon, A. J. Hooke, provincial | 
Secretary, spoke at a meeting | 
here last night and warned his | 
audience of the danger confront- 
Ing Canadians in that there are 
Politicians who would set up a 
mew government system for Can- 
ada. Mr. Hooke pointed out what 
happened in countries where peo- 
ple had adopted state socialism as 
@ cure for their ills. 


Mr. Hooke drew attention to the 
many ways in which Alberta has 
blazed ‘a trail. This province was 
first to grant women the vote: first 


to elect a woman to the legislature 


first to appoint a woman juvenile 
court judge; first to elect a farmer 
government, and first to elect 
Social Credit candidates Today 
Alberta has the you cabinet in 
the British Empir has gone 
farther than an Canadian 
province in educ and health 
services 

Speaking the government's 
action in cutting the interest on its 
bands, Mr. Hooke reminded his lis- 
teners that when the money was 
borrowed and interest rates set 
farmers were getting two dollars 
a bushel for wheat, and when bad 
times came and the fgrmer was get- 


ting almost nothing for produce, it 
Was not possible to pay rates based 
on two-dollar wheat

PRESERVES RATIONING 


EFFECTIVE SEPTEMBER 30, 1943 


Preserves rationing gives the consumer a number of choices both of products and sizes 
of containers. Because of the wide range of container sizes and the variation in buying 
habits across the country it was necessary to put the system into operation and then make 
adjustments on the basis of experience. 


Now that preserves rationing has been in effect for several weeks, it is possible to make 
some increases in coupon values. The new schedule is announced below and is effective 


September 30th. 

The new doubled ration allowances for molasses, extracted and comb honey will enable 
consumers in areas where consumption of these products is heavy, to buy more and sfill 
have enough for districts where the total demand is light. 


The increased ration allowances for corn, cane and blended table syrups and maple syrup 
are adjusted to bring coupon values more closely into line with the great variety of con- 


tainer sizes now in use.
